DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 58-79 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 58, 73, the prior art of record either alone, or combination does 
not disclose a plurality of computing devices comprising a roaming terminal 
device, at least one computing device comprising a wireless transceiver; and a 
plurality of access devices supporting wireless communication among the plurality 
of computing devices, the plurality of access devices comprising a first access 
device and an access device downstream with respect to the first access device, the 
downstream access device retaining a particular program code or a particular data, 

wherein the first access device sends a request for the particular program code 
or the particular data to the downstream access device, and wherein the first access 
device determines whether to request a migration of the requested program code or 
the requested data from the downstream access device to the first access device. 

Dependent claims are allowed by virtue of dependency in independent claims.
